Smith’s Home Locked.

Hence up to date there has been 
no verification of the assumption that 
the friends in Sixty-third street were 
family friends. Albert Ulrich, the man 
who was arrested for assaulting Wash- 
ington, declares he did not hurt. him, 
but that his wounds came from his fre- 
quent falls while running. 

Before leaving the Hotel Manhattan 
today to go to police court, Washington 
denied the reported interviews with him 
in which he was quoted as having said 
that a letter or telegram had caused 
his presence in West Sixty-third street 
Sunday night. 

Washington said he had so far recov- 
ered from the numerous scalp wounds 
and contusions that there would be no 
difficulty“in his getting into court, but 
about the hotel there was a rumor that 
he might decide at the last moment not 
to prosecute Albert Ulrich, the carpen- 
ter charged with the assault.

I did not have their definite name or 
address, I believed I could find them 
by scrutinizing the name plates in the 
v_-tibules of the apartment houses in 
Sixty-third street. It was while thus 
engaged that I was assaulted.’ 

Mrs. Ulrich gave out ae statement 
through her lawyer this morning, but it 
does not alter the original story except 
that she says Washington followed her 
from 11% West Sixty-third street all 
the way to Broadway and across the 
street car tracks, where she had 
stopped to let her dog piay on the 
grass plot and that it was while there 
that he-addressed her as Sweetheart.

Lena Bernstein was a model servant 
for five months in the home of Arville 
A. Van Cleave, president of the Grand- 
view Clay Mining Co. She kept the 
Van Cleave residence at 2555 Clifton 
avenue neat and clean. She could sweep 
without raising the dust. Also, as it 
turned out she could raise the dust 
without sweeping. 

With startling suddenness Lena dis- 
covered her talent. She was polishing 
the furniture in Van Cleave’s study. 
His desk was open. Scattered over it 
were a dozen canceled cheeks which 
had come back to Van Cleave when he 
had his bank book balanced. Each bore 
his signature, and all were drawn on 
the West St. Louis Trust Co., at Sarah 
street and Easton avenue.

The next day, 
Feb. 17, she took a bundle of blank 
checks from Van Cleave’s desk and 
perforated all of them, Then she re- 
Signed. She took a check for $25, 10 
the West St. Louis Trust Co. and eas- 
ilv got the cash for it. She tried it 
again with a $25 check, and it was 
just as easy. 

Thus far, Lena had been limited by 
the fact that she could not make out 
a check for more than $20. When she 
again went to the bank, she made a 
point of talking to the cashier. She 
told him she was Mrs. Van Cleave, and 
that she had an account of her own 
in a downtown bank, but for conveni- 
ence, she preferred to have her husband 
give her checks on the trust company. 
“I don’t go downtown every time I 
want to draw,” she said. 

The cashier Was very nice about it, 
He aswed her to take a seat, and he 
went away. 

Fools Company's President. 

He returned shortly and told her that 
Max Ruler, president of the trust com- 
pany, would like to see her in his pri- 
vate office. 

“The most convenient way for you to 
do business would be to transfer your 
account from the downtown bank to 
our bank,” said Ruler. “You can just 
deposit a check here and draw agnmnet 
it when you want ready money. 

I.ena believed she would take his ad- 
vice. That afternoon she deposited in 
Ruler’s bank a check for $200 signed 
“Mrs. A. A. Van Cleave,” and _  in- 
dorsed with the forged signature of 
Van Cleave. Now she would no longe? 
be limited to $25 withdrawals. 

The next day she again visited the 
bank and was most graciously received. 
‘they were all glad to see Lena, and 
they smilingly thanked her when she 
deposited another bogus check for $100. 

The day of reckoning came Tuesday, 
when Van Cleave received his balanced 
bank book and canceled checks from 
the West St. Louis Trust Co. He found 
that $350 had been withdrawn against 
his account by the use of forged 
checks.

The City Council, by ordinance passed 
under the public utilities act, undertook 
to fix a maximum charge for the tele- 
phone company on business and resi- 
dence telephones. It fixed the former 
at $24 and the latter at $18 a year. 

The ordinance was resisted by the 
telephone company upon the ground 
that it was confiscatory and further 
that the act under which it was passed 
was unconstitutional. 

Ip construing the public utilities act 
and upholding it, Judge Kennish said 
four factors determining the reason- 
ableness of a rate must be considered. 
These are: ? 

First-—-Thé value of the property upon 
which complainant was entitled to re- 
turn. 

Second—The gross earnings 
property. . 

Third—The amount which complain- 
ant was entitled to deduct from the 
earnings for the successful operation 
of the property. 

Fourth—Whether the amount remain- 
ing was sufficient to give a reasonable 
return upon the investment. 

Under this construction a municipality 
would have the right to squeeze the | 
water out of the stock, by passing 
with its utility commission upon the 
‘value of the property upon which the 
complainant was entitled to returns.”

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ST. LOUIS LAWYER WHO 
DIED AFTER OPERATION 
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F ANOONANIR, 
DIES AT HOSPITAL 
AFTER OPERATION 


Popular Young Lawyer Was Ral- 
lying From Appendicitis When 
Peritonitis Set In. 


On the verge of completing a drama 
turning upon the success of a rare ana 
delicate surgical operation, Edward A. 
Noonan Jr., son of former Mayor Noo- 


nan of 310 South Euclid avenue, diea 
Tuesday at the Frisco Hospital, follow- 
ing an operation for appendicitis. He 
was 3 years old and was widely known 
as a lawyer, athlete and politician. 

Noonan was taken to the hospital last 
Thursday night and the operation was 
performed Friday. It was found thai 
peritonitis had developed, and that it 
was impossible to take out the appendix, 
but Noonan’s fine physique and his 
temperate habits—he had never indulgea 
in alcoho] and seldom used tobacco— 
stood him in good stead and he rallied 
temporarily where many men would 
have succumbed at ones His condi- 
tion became critical Monday night. He 
died at 8 a. m. 

The play on which Noonan was at 
work was to be called “A Man’s a 
Man for A’ That.” Two of the three 
acts were completed. 

Student of Surgery. 

The scene was laid among the En- 

glish nobility in England. Sir Samuel 
Ashton, an eminent surgeon, who had 
been knighted for his work, performed 
a difficult operation on a vagabond, re- 
moving a_ steel splinter which had 
lodged in his brain in u Boer War en- 
gagement. The vagabond, regaining his 
true personality, proved to be an Amer- 
ican, a West Pointer, and he won the 
daughter of an ear). 
_ To prevent violation of any surgical 
laws in the treatment of this story, 
Noonan often visited surgeons at the 
Frisco Hospital, and talked it over 
with them. He spent much time in re- 
search among text books on cerebral 
surgery. 

Of athletic build and striking pres- 
ence, Noonan commanded attention 
wherever he went. He possessed marked 
literary ability and was noted among 
his friends for his short poems and 
other writings. He had local renown 
as an orator, and made one of the 
nominating speeches at the recent Dem- 
ocratic convention. He took much in- 
terest in politics, and belonged to a 
set of younger Democrats who call them- 
selves “‘The Little Cinch.’’ They have a 
lunch club and eat together almost 
daily. Among them are former Justice 
O’Hallaron, Arthur Fitzsimmons, James 
J. Hagerman Jr., Alfred Frank and 
William C, Connett. 

Held Puablie Office. 

Recently Noonan moved his law of- 
fice from the Commercial Building into 
the Pierce Building and went into part- 
nership with George Barnett. Former 
Gov. Folk shared their office with them. 

One of the most noted cases Noonan 
ever handled was that against Mrs. 
Dora E, Doxey, charged with murder- 
ing William J. Erder with arsenic. 
Miss Kate Erder, sister of the dead 
man, retained him, and it was largely 
through his efforts that the body was 
exhumed and an indictment found. 
After a hard-fought trial, which at- 
tracted wide attention, Mrs. Doxey was 
acquitted. 

Noonan took his academic education 
at Christian: Brothers College, and his 
legal education at Washington Uni- 
versity. tie was Assistant City Attor- 
ney under Rolla Wells’ administration 
and was stationed in the Dayton Street 
Police Court. At the close of his term 
he devoted himself successfully to pri- 
vate practice. He was a former officer 
in the First Regiment, N. G. M. 

As a swimmer Noonan excelled, but 
he was fond of all branches of ath- 
letics. He was a member of the Mis- 
sourl Athletic Club, . 

E. A. Noonan, the father, survives 
with his wife and two married daugh- 
ters—Mrs. Walter Gemmer and Mrs. Guy 
Golterman. They were all with him 
when he died. 

The funeral will be held from the 
family residence, 310 S. Euclid avenue, 
at 8:30 o’clock Thursday morning. The 
requiem high mass will be celebrated 
by the Rev. Francis Gilfillan at the New 
Cathedral Chapel, Maryland and New- 
stead.

Her dainty feet encased in a pair of 
glove-fitting boots of that peculiar shade 
known as electric blue attracted more 
then passing attention and formed a 
striking contrast with her navy blue 
velvet suit which displayed every curve 
of her athletic, but plump, figure. A 
huge white beaver hat, the shape of 
which was between a Cossack’s cap 
and a drum major’s turban, crowned 
her fashionable outfit. 

Leo Gardner Keeps Cool, 

Leo Gardner seemed the least concerned 

of any in the courtroom. He occupied 


a revolving chair which he tilted ta 


an agle of 4 degrees. With his head 
resting on the back of the spacious 
seat he looked the personification of 
comfort. He presented the picture of 
the. typical West End youth, wearing a 
faultlessly creased biue serge suit. His 
light hair and blue eyes bore a marked 
resemblance to those features of his 
sister. 

Away back in the courtroom, attract- 
ing no attention whatever, sat a little 
woman, who the defense expects to 
prove a trump card in defeating the 
State, if the defeat is on that side: Her 
name is Mrs. Essington and, it is said 
by the lawyers for the defense, that 
she was once known as Mrs. Williams, 
wife of Jesse Williams for whose death 
Leo Gardner is being tried.

Williams’ Brother Present. 

Jerome B. Williams, brother of Jesse 
Williams, occupied a seat to the front 
of the courtroom, but was excluded at 
the request of the defense when the tak- 
ing of testimony began. 

The witnesses heard Monday evening 
were Dr. Joseph Meinhard, autopsy 
physician, and Harry Provost, super- 
ntendent of the morgue. The former de- 
scribed the injuries which caused Wil- 
liams’ death and Provost identified the 
body of the man run down at Fifteenth 
and Olive streets at 1 a. m., April 1, 
1910, as that of Jesse Williams. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Ferris, who 
is in charge of the prosecution, in out- 
lining the State’s case to the jury fol- 
lowed the movements of Leo Gardner 
on the night of the fatal accident from 
the time he and a party of friends left 
the American Hotel rathskeller in the 
Gardner auto until they reached the 
Gardner home by a devious route which 
included a drive to the county. His 
statement was full of detail and ap- 
peared to be a great surprise to the de- 
fense. , 

Former Circuit Attorney Sager, senior 
counsel for the defense, frequently ob- 
jected to statements made by Ferris 
relative to statements and actions of 
Gardner after the accident, but Judge 
Taylor admitted the whole of the state- 
ment on the ground that it pertained 
to the subject matter.

When Schneiderhbahn, by mak- 
ing a rule that only the representatives 
of organizations would be heard first, 
attempted to put Baumhoff at the bot- 
tom of the Hst, on which his name ap- 
peared as the first, other opponents 
yielded their places to him. 
Spoke From Records. 

The statements and figures which he 
presented to the committee, Baumhoff 
explained, were not obtained through 
his former confidential relations with 
the coampany, but from the records of 
the City Auditor, the City Register’s of- 
fice and from circulars issued by Brown 
Bros. of New York, financial agents of 
the United Railways Co. 

Baumhoff’s most telling points weré 
that the city would lose more than $17,- 
000,000 under the bill, and tnat, if the 
monopoly chose, it could sdiscontinue 
the Cass, Cherokee and Tower Grove 
lines. 

On this latter point Baumhoff saia 
that supervision of the routing of cars 
would pass out of the hands of the 
Municipal Assembly and would be vested 
in a board on which the United Rafil- 
ways had one paid official and the con- 
current selection of another. 

The Assembly would be thereby pow- 
erless, if disposed, to prevent the dis- 
continuance of the old lines and re- 
route the cars over the newWtrosstown 
roads. In consequence, passengers would 
be forced to transfer to cars on other 
lines already overtaxed, particularly the 
Broadway line. 


Franchise Saving Clause, 

That Baumhoff's suspicion of the 
company’s intention had some basis 
was disclosed in Schnurmacher’s ex- 
planation of a clause in the bill sav- 
ing the company from forfeiture of 
franchise in the event any lines are 
abando in rearranging routes. 

Schnurmacher declared that this 
proviso was inserted in the bill, With 
the joint committee’s full concur- 
rence, to absolve the company from 
the obligation of running cars over 
Pine street after the proposed line 
on Chouteau avenue from the city 
limits to Fourth atreet should be in 
operation. 

The mill tax between now and 1942 
would amount to $14,077,391, Baumhoff 
said, based on an increase in traffic of 
2 per cent a year—a conservative esti- 
mate, he thought. The United Railways 


| would have to pay, in. addition to this, 


$10,493,240. under its franchise contracts 
—a total of $30,570,878. 

Under the proposed ordinance the 
company will pay to the ony enly $13,- 
036,000. 

The loss to the city, he figured, will 
be $17,534,878.

System Worth $35,000,000. 


Baumhoff said the entire United 
Railways system, including its pres- 
ent equipment and the  cross-town 
lines and extensions proposed in the 
ordinance, could be duplicated for 
$35,000,000, 

“The United Railways Co.,” he added, 
“can be operated on 50 per cent of its 
gross earnings. .If we allow $3,325,503 
for taxes, mill tax payments and fran- 
chise obligations, the company would 
still have a net profit each year of $4,- 
769,996, ’” 

Under the proposed ordinance, he 
pointed out, the United Railways 
would pay the city but $994 a year 
per mile for its tracks, while the Mc- 
Kinley System is compelled to pay 
$°187 a mile for all the track it uses 
in St. Louis, 

“United Railways has not reached a 
single foot of new territory since this 
merger went into effect,’’ Baumhoff de- 
clared. “It has abandoned many miles 
of track. The abandoned Morganford 
road line would be paying well now 
if it were in use.” 

Rough on Citizens, 

Baumhoff attacked the transfer bill, 
companion of the compromise measure. 
He said that this proposed ta 
make it a misdemeanor to. give 
away or lose a transfer, and 
that if it went into. effect United 
Railways passengers would have more 


| difficulty keeping out of jail than they 


did in the days when they had to throw 
a stone-through a window of a car to 


stop . it. 

Reading from a morocco-bound pam- 
phlet issued by Brown Brothers of New 
York to help: market the bonds of the 
United Railways, Baumhoff showed that

Camorrists on trial for the murder of 
two of their number are attempting the 
defense that they are the victims of 
false .evidence manufactured by the 
Legion of Carabineers of Naples, who, 
while accomplishing the apprehension of 
the defendants, sought to discredit the 
police of Naples and make the latter 
appear to be hand-in-glove with the 
criminal organization. 

This was the defense set up by Giu- 
seppe Salvi when he was interrogated 
at the resumption of the case today. 
Salvi is one of the six alleged . assas- 
sins of Gennaro Cuoccolo and the lat- 
ter’s wife. It is charged that he is one 
of those who stabbed the husband to 
death and later, in company with Cor- 
rado Sortino, executed the Camorrist 
sentence of death against Maria Cut)- 
nelli Cuoccolo at her home in the Via 
Nardones. 


Hidden in a Mattress.

a ring that belonged to Cuoccolo and 
which the authorities found hidden rn 
the mattress of a bed at the home 
of a woman known as a friend of 
the accused. The theory of the po- 
lice was that this ring will be sent 
to Luigi Arena as proof of Cuoc- 
colo’s death. Arena is alleged to 
have asked his brother Camorrists to 
murder Cuoccollo in revenge for his 
betrayal. He set forth that Cuoccolo

PASSED LATE DIVIDEND 
Its Payment and that of Mill Tax 


Would Have Made $165,000 
Deficit. 





A general interest in the financial 
condition of the United Railways Co. 
has been created by the introduction, 
in the Municipal Assembly, of the bill 
providing a compromise of the mill 
tax case for $1,000,000, and the report 
of James Campbell, president of the 
North American Co., showing a de- 


crease of 31.5 per cent in the net 
income of the railways company for 
1910. 

The Post-Dispatch today presents 
a review of the financial history of 
the United Railways Co. from the 
time it took over the properties in 
1904 and began operating the stree: 
railway system of St. Louis, : 

The decrease in the net income of 
the company, as shown by Campbell’s 
statement, is due principally to the 
fact that the amount set aside for 
depreciation was increased, in 1910, 
to 10 per cent. In 1909 the net in- 
come of the company, as shown by its 
financial report, was $1,285,071. In 
1910 it was $880,095. In 1909 the 
company set aside for depreciation 
only $609,761, but in 1910 it set aside 
$1,153,777. 

The decrease in the net income in 
1910 was but $404,976, while the in- 
crease in the depreciation fund was 
$554,016. ; 

Company Is Poor. : 

The company’s Officials declare that 
it is in such a bad way financially that 
it is necessary to compromise the mill 
tax litigation, so that it can sell its se- 
curities at a fair price, and thereby put 
the corporation onits feet. It is point- 
ed out by Festus J. Wade, a director of 
the company, that with United Railways 
common stock selling at $10 a share, its 
preferred stock at $40 a share and Its 
bonds at 78 cents on the dollar, the ac- 
tual market value of the $100,000,000 of 
outstanding stocks and bonds is but 
$54,920,000. 

The company took in last year, from 
all sources, $11,537,000. The net surplus 
left at the end of the year was $471,415. 
During the last six months of 1910 the 
company passed its dividends, paying 
out but $409,580 in dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock. If the company had paid 
its usual dividend of 5 per cent on the 
preferred stock, its surplus would have 
been less than $70,000. 

Might Have Been a Deficit. 

If it had paid the mill tax for 1910, in 
addition to the dividends, there would 
have been a deficit, according to Wade, 
of $165,000 

The company now has in its treasury 
about $12,000,000 worth of unsold bonds. 
These bonds have been reserved to pay 
off the underlying liens as they fall 
due. 
During the next four or five years 
about $7,000,000 of the underlying mort- 
gages will fall due. If the company can 
bring about a settlement of the mill tax 
litigation, and get a definite contract 
with the city fixing its obligations until 
1948, its financiers declare they can sell 
these bonds at 98 to 99 cents on the dolk 
lar, thereby putting the company on its 
feet financially and enabling it to meet 
all emergencies. 

Since the United Railways Co.. under- 
took the operation of the street railway 
system, in 1904, it has derived from 
sources a total revenue of $72,795,803. I 
has paid out in operating expenses, 
taxws and reserve $45,032,270. Its gross 
income for the same pcriod was $27,807,- 
374. It has paid out in interest on its 
bonds and other obligations a total of 
$18,785,142, and in dividends to stockhold- 
ers $4,693,402. Its net income during the 
seven years was $7,868,454, and it carried 
to surplus ¢ total of $3,205,051. 

Its Gross Income. 

Its gross income was $9,977,564 in 1904, 
World’s Fair year, but it dropped to 
$8,460,016 in 1905. In 1906, after the Sub- 
urban lines were>acquired, the gross In- 
come jumped to $10,287,889, and has in- 
creased every year abouf 5 per cent. 

Before the United Railways Co. was 
organized the street railway system 
of St. Louis consisted of a number 
of independently operated lines. Per- 
mission was granted by the Missouri 
Legislature in 1899 to merge the lines 
into one system. The principal argu- 
ment in favor of the merger was the 
promise of universal transfers, there- 





by enabling a passenger to go to any 


|point in the city reached by any line 
ion the payment of one 5-cent fare. 


The lines taken over in the con- 


merged into the United Railways sys- 
term in 1889 was ‘$22,600,000. They had an 
outstanding bonded indebtedness of $15,- 
600,000, making the total value of the 
constituent lines, as shown by their 
capitalization and bond issues, $38,200,000. 

This does .not include the Suburban 
system, which had a- capitalization of 
$4,000,000 and a bonded indebtedness of 
$7,500,000 when it was absorbed by United 
Railways in 1906, 


It will be seen from these figures that 
the original capital and bonded indebt- 
edness of the constituent lines of the 
United Railways Co. amounted to $49,- 
700,000. 


The company’s capitalization and bond- 
ed indebtedness, aggregating $100,000,000, 
is $50,300,000 in excess of the amount of 
money originally invested in these prop- 
erties by the men who built them. 

The United Railways Co. was or- 
ganized March 11, 1898, as the succes- 
sor of the Central Traction Co. It 
took over the Cenfral Traction fran- 
chise, granted in 1898. The franchise 
runs for 50 years. The purpose of 
the organization of the United Rail-

| ways Co. was to consolidate all of the 
street railway lines of St. Louis, and 
to operate them as one system, 

The United Railways Co., after ac- 
complishing the merger, leased the 
system to the St. Louis Transit Co. 
to operate. The ownership of the 
United Railways and the Transit com- 
panies, was practically identical. The 
Transit Co. operated the system until 
1904, when the lease was 
canceled. The United Railways then 
undertook to operate the properties. 


Deposited $7,000,000,

C00,000 of the preferred stock of the 
United Railways Co. was deposited 
with the National Bank of Commerce, 
as trustee, to be sold for the use and 
benefit of the company at such terms 
and prices as it directed. Of this sum 
$4,000,000 was set aside for the pur- 
chase the Suburban system.

The funded debt of the company, 
outstanding, consists of bond issues 
amounting to $59,480,000. Of these 
bonds $30,769,00Q are the direct obli- 
gation of the United Railways Co. 
These bonds were dated in 1899 and 
fall due July 1, 1934. They are the 
first general mortgage bonds of the 
company and bear interest at-4 per 
cent. 

The total authorfézed bond issue of 
the United Railways Co., proper, is 
$42,000,000. Of this amount $11,231,000 
are reserved to retire the underlying 
liens. 

These are the bonds the company 
wishes to sell to refund the bond is- 
sues on the underlying properties as 
they fall due.

NOSE TO BE BUILT NEXT 





Little Finger Will Furnish Skin 
and Will Then Be Am- 
putated. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, , March 21.—Timothy 
Martin of Corona, L. I., was at work 
for the Ferguson Construction Co. in 
the Sunnyside yards of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, May 15, 1910, when he 


stumbled and fell with his face against 
the cogs of a traveling crane. Before 
the machinery could be stopped, Mar- 
tin’s face had been mangled beyond 
recognition. 

He was removed to 8t. John’s Hospi- 
tal, Hunter’s Point, to die, it was 
thought. His nose had been wiped from 
his face, and neither his lips nor the 


fed by tubes. 

Before last summer was over Martin 
had recovered from the shock of his 
injury. The wounds on his face had 
healed, although he was able neither to 
eat nor to talk. 

Dr. F. C. Keller of New York, one of 
the visiting surgical staff, took charge 
of Martin’s case then. Four members 
of the house staff worked, with him in 
beginning an unusual experiment. 

The muscles of Martin’s chin and 
cheeks were kneaded and nurtured until 
ew lips had grown. Muscles from other 
parts of the face and neck were trans- 
planted by plastic surgery until con- 
trol of these new lips and of the jaws 
were restored. When the transplanted 
muscles had taken root, Martin started 
in to learn how to use them. This took 
weeks, but in time he was able to eat 
easily and to talk without great diff- 
culty. 

Martin has just reached this stage in 
his recovery. His progress so far has 
been. remarkable, and within a few 
weeks it is hoped that the remaking of 
his face may be considered a step fur- 
ther. This will be an attempt to fashion 
a nose for him. Now there is nothing 
but a ragged scar where the cartilage 
once was. 

It is Dr. Keller’s intention te make 
use of the little/finger of Martin’s left 
hand for the operation. The arm will 
be fastened In a cast close to the body 
with the hand resting beside the face. 
The flesh of the finger will then be laid 
back, lengthwise, and placed over the 
reopened scar that marks the place of 
the nose. 

When the finger has grown there it 
will be amputated, and it is believed 
that an entirely serviceable substitute 
will have been achieved. 

This operation is not uncommon, al- 
though it is the thumb that has been 
used as a@ rule. By taking the finger, 
it is thought that Martin will be less 
crippled than he would be without a 
thumb.

The first or anti-race suicide bill, pro- 
vides for the payment of $100 to the 
mother of each child born within two 
years after marriage and for each ad- 
ditional child.

The other bill places a tax of §10 a 
year on bachelors more than %5 years 
old, the amount to be set aside for the 
payment of premiums to mothers.

MEXICAN TROOPS 
RUSH TO DEFEND 
SONORA CAPITAL 


Insurrecto Bands Threaten City 
of Hermosillo With Siege 
and Capture. 


YOUTHS RUN FROM DRAFT 


Flee to Mountains to Avoid Com- 
pulsory Service in the Fed- 
eral Army. 


NOGALES, Mex., March 21.—Hermo éil- 
lo, capital of the State of Sonora, in 
northwest Mexico, is believed to be in 
danger of an attack by rebel forces. 
On orders of the Mexican Government, 
the Federal forces are being rushed 
from various points along the northern 
boundary into Nogales, and thence south 
over the Sonora Railroad to Hermosillo. 

Insurgent activity along the line ef 
the Sonora Railroad, running south from 
Nogales to Guayamas through Hermo- 
sillo, is evident fer mfles. The rebels 
are burning an average ef one railread 
bridge a day. Trains arriving from the 
south today were more than seven hours 
late. No passengers have been molested 
by the insurrectos. 

It is easy for the rebel leader to re- 
cult among the natives tn Sonora, nearly 
all of whom are in sympathy with the 
revolution. The insurrectos could easily 
raise an army of 3000 in Sonora, but 
their difficulty would be in procuring 
arms. 
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SIGHTSEERS VIEW 
MOONLIGHT BATTLE 


Outlaw Alvarado, Condemned to 
Execution, Gains Privilege of 
Dying in Battle Instead. 


PRESIDIO, Tex., via Marfa, Tex., 
March 21.—A short moonlight battle last 
night on the banks of the Rie Grande 
enlivened the siege of Ojinaga. The 
Federals, who planned to rush the in- 
surrectos’ lines, quickly fell back to 
their original positions der the fire 
of the rebels. 

Crowds of sightseers come to Presidio 
every day to witness the daily battle. 
Automobiles are numerous along 
river bank, and a Mexican has ar- 
ranged a bush grand stand. 

Pancho Alvarado, a noted outlaw, was 
killed in Saturday’s fighting at the 
guardhouse near Ojinaga. Alvarado, 
who is charged with several deeds of 
violence, including the _ killing of 
Mounted Inspector Chapman of the 
United States Custom Service, was ar- 
rested several weeks ago by a detach- 
ment of insurrectos for looting a farm- 
house near Carlos. He was tried and 
sentenced to death. 

While an attack on the guardhouse, 
still in possession of the Federals, was 
in progress Alvarado pleaded to be per: 
mitted to die fighting. He was given 
a gun, and took place in the rifle pits. 

Within half an hour one of the insur- 
rectos fell wounded and Alvarado, in an 
endeavor to drag the man within the 
rebel lines, was shot through the brain. 
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RESCUED, RETURNS 
TO MEXICAN ARMY 


International Incident Develops 
Into Farce-Comedy in Border 


Town. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., March 21.—A Federal 
sergeant who had deserted was captured 
by Mexican officials on American soil 
and was immediately taken across the 
line, but was promptly returned to this 
side of the boundary on demand of 
Major Gardner, U. 8S. A. 

When the arrest and deportation first 
became known Americans and Mexicans 
in Douglas gather and made a demon- 
stration.

Major Gardner, commanding the first 
United States Cavalry, then requested 
Commissiario Vasquez of Agua Prieta 
to bring the man to the American line.

He still wore the uniform 
of the Twenty-seventh Mexican Bat. 
talon, which bore the brunt of the 
battle against Blanco at Agua Prieta. 

The crowd demanded a speech of him. 
He got up and shouted: 

“Viva Bill Taft.” 

It was later explained by the Mexican 
officials that they crossed the line for 
the man, fearing that he might be- 
come intoxicated. The Sergeant to- 
night of his own accord returned to 
Agua Prieta to join his battalion. 

While the excitement was highest, 
Constable Frank Clark arrested a Mex- 
ican rurale at the customs house. He 
carried a pistol and two boxes of car- 
tridges. The man is now locked up in 
the county jail, charged with carrying 
concealed weapons.

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THE U. R. DEAL. 

During the charter campaign the Post-Dispatch 
said that the defeat of the proposed code would 
be quickly followed by new attempts at franchise 
grabbing under the old one. 

On Jan. 20 we ‘said: 


The new charter is incomparably supertor 
to the present charter in the protection of the 
people from the grabbing and abusing of fran- 
chises, * * * The old charter offers 9 far 
better chance for the Terminal or any ether 
public service corporation to obtain and mis-~ 
use franchise grants, than the new charter, 

On the same day it was said in these col- 
umns: 

Ite (the new charter’s) defeat weuld block 
the wheels of St. Louis’ progress for 20 years. 
On Jan. 22 we said: 

The franchise interests are secretly with the 
extremists. They want the present charter on 
account of the opportunities to grab and mis-~ 
use privileges and to maintain the power of 
their spoils bosses. 

On Jan. 26 we said: 

The defeat of the charter would leave the 
city in the power of the spoils bosses, the 
boodle combines and the unscrupuloug in- 
terests. 

At that time the Schutz and Schneiderhahn 
combination, engaged in fighting the new charter 
as inimica] to the city’s larger interests, were 
negotiating with the United Railways for the 
grant of new privileges of tremendous value. 
Whether honestly mistaken in their views then 
or now, they knew at the time that the new char- 
ter would make their deal impossible. The op- 
position to the new charter was successful. The 
deal is now possible. 

What preceded the charter campaign, read in 
connection with the campaign itself, and with 
what has followed as a natural consequence, for- 
bids the idea that the pending “compromise” is 
the normal product of events which shaped them- 
selves. It is obviously the culmination of a care- 
fully devised scheme in which the masters of the 
art of grabbing franchises exercised their high- 
est ingenuity. 

We see evidences of the application of this in- 
genuity at every angle of the arguments in be- 
half of the “settlement.” We hear the city is 
helpless. We hear that the sins of the crooks 
of yore should not be visited on their successors. 
We learn that the crimes of the jailed and un- 
jailed who got the franchises that are should be 
visited on the people whom they robbed. We hear 
pleas for the widows and the orphans, who are 
always the largest holders of watered stocks. We 
hear that the corporation is incited only by char- 
itable impulse to aid the downtrodden strap-hang-- 
ers. At every turn the “setflement” is for the 
benefit of the people in the argument and the new 
franchises, the extensions, the enlarged priv- 
ileges and the sunk-hinged cinch are trifling in- 
cidents in a grand scheme of eleemosynary enter- 
prise. 

It is not necessary to strain the ears to hear 
that every means known to corporate craft is 
being exhausted to bring the scheme to fruition. 
For the benefit of the people the public treasury 
is to be looted to the extent of $13,000,000. For 
the good of the people the railroad is willing to 
accept franchises worth millions more. For the 
good of the people the railroad agrees to have 
the 5-cent fare confined to the present limits of 
the city. That the people may have better service 
the railway is, willing that anyone who gives 
away a transfer slip shall be fined or put in jail. 
For the benefit of the people the grabbers are 
willing to have the term of their franchise life 
extended to 1948. For the public benefit the 
city’s power of regulation is to be shared by 
the regulated public utility. 

The majority of the Municipal Assembly is Re- 
publican. The Mayor is Republican. Will the 
Republican party give the people another reason 
to smash its contro] of the city government?

Some one had been thoughtful 
enough to provide hymn books, and the song serv- 
ice was indulged in again to the delight of every- 
one in the hall, which was continued for a half 
or three-quarters of an hour, led by the Speaker, 
Mr. Barker; Barbee of Saline County, Sharp of 
Clay County, and Mr. Lloyd of 8t.

This 
song service broke up and the members, with 
their wives and many other ladies in attendance 
at the closing session, left the hall of the House

Friedland enabled him to dictate to 
Russia and Prussia. 

‘‘When I was at Tilsit with the 
Emperor Alexander and the King of 
Prussia,’’ said Napoleon, ‘‘I was the 
most ignorant of the three in military 
affairs. These two sovereigns, espe- 
cially the King of Prussia, were com- 
pletely au fait as to the number of 
buttons there ought to be in front 
of a jacket, how many behind and the 
manner in which the skirts ought to 
be cut. Notatailorinthearmy knew 
better than King Frederick how many 
measures of cloth it took to make a 
jacket. They continually tormented 
me about matters belonging to tailors. 

‘(When I went to see the King of 
Prussia, instead of a library, I found 
he had a large room, like an arsenal, 
furnished with shelves and pegs on 
which were hung fifty or sixty jackets 
of different patterns. Every day he 
changed his fashion and put on a 
different one. He attached more im- 
portance to this than was necessary 
for the salvation of a kingdom.’’ 

We are apt to consider important 
only the things which we do well. 
Frederick could wear his fifty or 
sixty uniforms with some distinction, 
but he couldn’t save his kingdom. He 
left that task to Queen Louise and to 
hi friend, the Emperor Alexander.

to leave Frederick the remnant of his 
kingdom—and all his uniforms! 

At the time of the Treaty of Tilsit 
Napoleon wrote to the Empress Jose- 
phine of his meeting with Queen 
Louise. 

‘‘The Queen of Prussia is really a 
charming woman,’’ he said. ‘‘She 
is fond of coquetting with me; but 
do not be jealous; I am like oilcloth, 
along which eyerything of this kind 
slides without penetrating.

They were badly burned, but able to 
swim to €fe other side, where flames 
drove them back into the water. They 
swam to an old barge and, almost ex- 
hausted, climbed upon it and remained 
until the fire burned out. 

Gasolene Tank Explodes. 

While sitting in the barge they heard 

the gagoline tank of their car explode. 
They then returned to Daytona, 12 
miles away. 
' Through the adventure the identity of 
Roosevelt was revealed. He had been 
known as ‘‘M. 8S. King.’’ He is a grand- 
son of William Astor, and husband of 
“Dutch Sadie,” formerly of the New 
York tenderloin. The Astors are said 
to have made a substantial settlement 
upon young Roosevelt on condition that 
he Nve far from New York and change 
his name. 

Young Roosevelt was ® when he 
marrie€d Dutch Sadie, June 14, 1900. 
He was a Harvard senior, with an in- 
come of $15,000 independent of the $500,- 
000 realty which came to him a year 
after his marriage as his share ef his 
father’s property. His mother, who was 
Mies Helen Astor, left him $750,000, 
which he did not receive until recently, 
when he reached the age of 980. 

His family made every effort to sepa- 
rate him from his bride, and finally a 
separation was reached by which she 
was to get $10,000 a year.
